, Hen King Ferdinand, and 7ſabel had cxpelled the 7urks The Spaze;h 
out of the City and Territories of Granata”, and os 1nq=iferon, 
ther places of Spain ; whohad lived there Sevea hun- 

_— ©, x, dred leventy and eight years ; they ſet upon the Re- 
formation” of Religion , and the Conquered Moors Liberty to ſtay 
and ro enjoy all their Goods, provided they. would tura Chriſti- 
ans; And whereasalſo, there were many Fews, who had continu- 
cd there, fince 7:i«s conquered A ; they gave them. leave 
co ſtay upon the ſame condition ; but all ſuch as refuled were 
commanded preſently to depart out of Spain. Yet afterwards find- 
inz,cthat thoſe P2clons were Ciriſtans, oalv in Nam2:, and had ſub- 
mitted only to fave their Eſtates ; inſtead . of providing godly 
Miniſters with meeknelſs to inſtru&t them , and to them far rheir Er- 
rors: ( by the advice of the Dominican Friers) they creed the [wentedby 
Inquiſition; wherein the poor Wretches inſtead of Inſtruftion, Vomuicans 
were robbed of all their Eſtates ; and cither pur to moſt cruel 
caths , or elſe ſuffered moſt intollerable Torments, by whipping, 
&c. And leading the reſt of their Liyes in Ignominy and Poverty : 
Neither was this inflifted only upon ſuch as Blasphemed Chriſt, 
but for the Obſervation of the lealt Fewiſh or Mooriſh Ceremony , 
or the ſmalleſt Error in the Chriſtian Religion. Bur this Inqui- - "9 
ſition at firſt ereted againit Fews and Aſoors was afterwards 
turned againſt the. faithtul Servants of Jeſus Chriſt, and for the 
ſuppreſſing of the Goſpel , arid the Profeſhon, of it. , _ _- 
As ſoon as Information is given in againſt any one , though but for 
a very ſmall matter ; they do not preſently cite the Perſon to appear 
before them, but they ſuborn one of their own. Officers, called a 
Familiar to ifſinuate himſelfinto his company,, who taking occaſion 
ro meet the Party thus accuſed, uſed, thus, to greet him. Sir, 
1 was yeſterday by accident at my Lords Inquilitors,who ſaid that they 
had occaſion to ſpeak with you,about certain of their affairs; and there- 
tore they commitrided me to Summon you to appear before them to 
Morrow at ſuch an hour : The Party daring not to refuſe, goes to the 
place, ſends in word that he is come to attend them ;- and fo 
when he 1s called in, they ask him, what yit he hath to them 2 
And when he anſwers that he comes upon SUNG , they enquire 
his Name : for ſay thzy , we know not whether you are the fame 
man or not, but ſince you are come, if you have any rhing 
ro inform this Court of, cither concerning your ſelf .or atiy 0- 
ther , you may let us hear it , for the diſcharge of your” gwn con- 
ſcience. The Parties ſafeſt way , .is conſtantly to deny that he hath 
any thingto declare to them ; but if through ſimplicity, "be doth 
accuſe himſelf or any other, they rejoyce, as having attained their 
&clires, and {o prefently commit him to Priſon : .If a" 
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(2) 
feſſed, they diſmiſs him; pretending that for the preſent theY 
know not whether he be the Party or no: After his departure 
they let him alone for ſome ſpace, and then ſend for him again , 
exhorting him , that it he know _ or hath heard any thing , chat 
contertis their Holy Court, to diſcloſe it rothem , tor (lay they) 
we know that you have had dealings with ſome Perſon ſuſpetted 
in Religion ; and therefore remember your ſelf well; If you confels, 
you ſhall fare the better and you ſhall but do therejn as a good Chri- 
_ ought to do : If ſtill he refuſe, they threaten, and fo dilmiſs 
im. 

Yet they have always ofie or other to _ him Company, to 
Ereep into his Boſome, and prope his Conſcience ; who under 
the colour of Friendſhip, ſhall vifit him daily , and have an cyc 
ro all his dealings ; eve what Company he keepeth , with 
whom he conferrs, &s. So that without Gods ſpecial affiſtance , 
it is not poſſible to eſcape their Snares. The Inquilicors allo, if 

meet him, ſpeak courreouſly to him , promiſe to befriend 
him , &c, and all to make him more careleſs of himſelf, char 
they may. undo him before he be aware: But if the Party be a 

er, orone that is like tomake an eſcape, or that rhey hope 
to gain any thing his confeffion , they preſently clap him up 
in Priſon, in wh:ch Priſon great Numbers die , cither ſtarved with 
hunger, or by extrethiry of ratking of them, &c. 

It any one that is accuſed, chance to make an eſcape, they 
have many devices to find and fetch him in again ; they have Store 
of Searchers tro whotn deſides (he common Signs, they give his hive- 
ly Picture , whereby they may eafily know him, An Zralias, at 
Rotie, having wounded an Apparitor,fled ro Sevil , the Familiars were 
ſent tb ferk him ,andwhen they had found him, though they had his 
Countrerfeir, yer by reatun rhat he had altered his Habit , r bu Were 
doubtfal whether it was he or no, the rather becaciſe he had 

his Name , whereupon they followed him only upon fſu- 
ſpicion ;' but one Day as he was walking ,. and carncſtly taiki 
with ſome Gentlemen , rwwo of thoſe Fathiliars ſuddenly called 
hitn by his of Name: The Party earneſt in talk , and not mind- 
ing it , looked behind him , and made anſwer , whereupon they 
pretbacly apprehended him , clapt him in Irons for a long time , 
then whipr him , and condemned him to the Gallics , duriag his 
Life. So 'foon as any is arreſted by the Familiars, they take trom 
him z!l the Keys bf his Locks , or Cheſts whatſoever : and then 
they take an Inventory of all his goods , leaving them to ſome man 
that will undert hel fo be accountable for them. Bur in the Scque- 
ſtring, or rifli | Houſes, if they have any Gold, Silver , or 
Tewels : theſe Farilidts , Which are ulually', Bauds, Theives, Shif- 
fers, anll the viteſf 6f People , will be ſure to filch ſome of it ; and 
the reaſon of this Sequeſtratioh, is , that if the Party be condem- 
ned,” the holy Inquifirtoa may enjoy his whole Eſtate . 

As foon as the Priſoner is entred within the firſt Gate of the Pri- 
ſong the Gaoler asketh him, If he hath a Knife about him, or Mo- 
ny , or Rings, or els* and if a woman, whether ſhe hath 
Kaives, Rings, Chains, Bracelets , or. other Ornaments ; and all 
theſe the Gaoler ſtrips them of , as his Fee , and this is done, that 


the 
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the Poor Priſoners may have nothing to reheve themfelves* with , 
luring their Impriſonment : They fearch them alfo, to {ce whether 
they have any Writing, or Book abgut them, which likewiſe they 
take from them; then they ſhut them up in a Cabin, like to 
a Little-Fsſe, where they have little Room E r cleanline{s and but 
little light. 

Some are thus kept all alone for ewo or three Months, fome as long 
as they live ; others have company ,. as the Lords: Inquiſitors pleaſe. 
When the party hath been in prifon a week or ewo, the Gaoler per- 
{wades him to petition tor a day of hearing, telling him, tbe ſooner the 
better ; and that it will much turtherhis Cauſe, and bring ir to ſome 
good etfeft, Fe. whereas it were far beter for him to ſtay till he be cal- 
led for ; for then he hath nothing to do but to anſwer their Obje&i- 
ons. But the poor Priſoner not knowing this Myſtery, is uſually ru- 
led by his Keeper, intreating him toſtand his Friend to procure him a 
day of hearing ; whole Suir is eaſily heard,and the Priſoner is brought 
into the Confiltory ; then the Inquifrrors ask him, What is his Re- 
queſt ? The Priſoner an{wereth, That he would gladiy have his Matter 
heard : Then they labour by threatning him with worſe uſage if he 
conceal the Truth, to caufe him ro contels the thing whereof he is ac- 
cuſed , and if they can but draw him co this, they have their deſires ; 
for uſually they draw more from him than they could have proved a- 


gainlt him. Thea they adviſe him to lethim come from himſelf ;pro- ow 1ngui- 
miling that if he acknowledge his faules, he ſhall preſently be releale frors dext. 
ed and ſent home; if yet he ſtands mure, they then charge him to dis- with che pro- 
burden his Conſgience, and in the mean time to return to his Priſon, /0"e7*- 


till he hath better bethoughr himſelf, and then he may ſue for a new 
day of hearing , and fo rhey diſmiſs him. And ſome days after , 
they call for him «gain ; asKing him whether he be yer deter- 
mined to tell ought 4 But whether he plead his Innocency, or con- 
fels ſome little , they ſtill urge him to disburthen his Conſcience,and 
perſwading him, that they adviſe him 'for the beſt, and in love and 
compaſſion to him, but it he now refuſe the Favour proffered , he 
ſhall find thern afrerwards ſharp Juſtices, &. and fo fend him back a-* 
gaig to priſon. 

The third time heis called for, they uſe the like Sabtitty, ro draw 
him to Confeſſion; telling him, that if he refuſe, they muſt uſe ex- 
tremity, and do what they can by Law ; by which word, they mean 
extream tormenting and mangling of him. Then if che party confeſs 
any thing, Nay, & they, we are not yer ſatisfied, we have nor all 
you can + you keep back lomerbing on purpoſe, and fo they re- 
mand him to priſon. ; 

Having thus cxcruciated him day by Gay, if rhey can yet get no- 
thing out of him, they then require an Oath of him, and hold a Cru- 
cifix or Croſs before him, whereby the poor Chriſtian muſt at laſt 
reeds ſhew himſelf , for knowing that he ought to fwear by God a- 
lone, who hath reſerved this Honour co himſelf , he muſt refuſe the 
Oath , which if he do, then they read a large Indi&tment againit 
him, wherein they lay to his Charge things rhat never any man ac- 
cuſed him of,and which, it may be ,himſelt never thought of ;and this 
they do to amaze him, and (© to try if he will canfels any of theſe 
miſdemeanors;or if they can trip him in hisAnfwers,and ſo catch him 
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in their net. Then they put him to anſwer toevay Ait'cle jp ortieviat. 
ly —— without any time of deliberation; then they give h:m 
Pen, Ink and Paper, requiring him to ſet down his Anſwer in Wri- 
ting, to ſee if they canfind any difference betwixt his former Anſwer 
and this : And if the party chance, to confels. ought, thenthey en- 
quire of whom he learned it,and whether he hath ſpoken of ir before 
others, and who they are, and hereby many are brought into trou- 
ble ; for whether they liked itor not, they are ſure to be queſtioned, 
becauſe they did not come and declare it to the Fathers Inquilitors. 
Then pretending to ſhew him favour, they appoint him an Advoczte, 
tO blind the Peoples Eyes, as if they proceeded according to the Rules 
of Juſtice ; but this Advocate dares not tell his Clicat any point of 
Law that may do him gocd, for fear of angring the Inquiſitors ; nei- 
ther may he ſpeak privately with his Client, bur cither before an In- 
quiſitor or a Notary. 

Two or three days after the party hath had the Copy of his Accu- 
{ation, he is called into the Court, where his Advocate is, as if he 
intended to defend his Cauſe ; but indeed he dares ſay nothing tothe 
purpoſe, for fear of angring the Inquiſitors ; only he chears up bis 
Chent, and bids him tell the Truth in any caſe, as the only way ro 
po in that Court, and then. is the Priſoner ſent back again ; who 

opes that now his Caſe will be heard, and ; his Buſineſs diſpatched ; 
whereas uſually theſe good Fathers let him lie 1wo, or three, or four 
Lo 1n' priſon, withour ever calling for him again : And if through 
thiomneſs and Intolerableneſs of the Priſon, any ſure to come to 
Hearing, it may be, with much ado he obtains it ; but uſually that fa- 
Vaur is denied them, yet at length, when they pleaſe, they call for 
him to hear the Depolitioas of the Witneſſes againſt him, which yer 
is not done till the poor Priſoner , by his grievous impriſonment, is 
brought ſo low, as that they think he will rather chule Death, than 
ſuch a Life, and therefore will be willing to tell all, that ſo he may 
be rid out of his Miſery : then between rebuking and a gentle admo- 
nition, they tell him, that though he hath ſtood out fo long, yet at 
length they would have him wiſer, to confeſs the Truth ; but zf he 
vet refuſe tobe his own Accuſer, then the Fiſcal produceth the Depo- 
litions, -which are deliverd to the Priſoner ; but they are drawnup 
{0 intricately and ambiguouſly , that he knows not what to make of 
them ; and this they do to conceal the Witneſles, leſt he ihould cx- 
cept againſt them; and ſo to ſer him on gueſſing, that ſo, it he chance 
to reckon up any-others, to wham he ſpake any thing about any of 
thoſe Matters, they may thereby get more Griſt to their Mill; for 
they preſently Outlaw ſuch perſons, as Favourers of Herericks, for 
wiring an Heretick to ſow ſuch peſtilent Seed amongſt chem, with- 
out complaining thereof to the Inquiſitors. y 

The Keeper of the Priſon alſo is examined what he hath ſeen and 
obſerved of him in the Priſon; and his Teſtimony is as good as twp 
Teſtimonies ro take away the Priſoners Lite. 

They have alſo promoters to bring in Accuſations , who are ad- 
mitted, though Frantick Bedlams, or the verielt Yarle ts that be and 
ifin their Intormations , they chance to want words of weight , the 
Inquiſitors will help them out,and prompr them,word by word. Then 
after three or four dajes , the Priſoner 1s called again, ro put is his 
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Anſwer to the Depoſitions ; But in the /zterim, his Advocate never 
comes at him, to aſſiſt or dire& him ; but hes lef; to himſelf, - with- 
out any help, ſave of God alone. His anſwer, being viewed, he is 
remanded to Priſon again with this /rem , that if he confeſs not 
truth , they will extort it out of hum by extremity,  , +: + 


After two or three Months more he is called r once again, and 
required to ſpake what he hath for himſelf, or Ii they maulk, draw 
toan end, And if he ſtill ſhriaks not x bor fond arm in has Juſtifi- 
cation ; they proceed to other Dealings , in, camparilan, of,,ythich , 
; NoE.; only fo 

uty 


all their tormer dealings are table, 
re1fonable and full of gentlegeſs; for their ' futyre. AQions/1far-ote 
ceed' all Barbarouſneſs, the Devil bimſclf hezng notable! ;to-go 
beyond them in their monſtrous Cruelty, and 4 Tyranay-;i fot; nor 
long after , the Priſoner is called in before. ga nquifitors » who tell 
him,they have deeply conſidered hjs, whole Caſc,and found aus:ther be 
doth nat declare the whole truth; and theretorg they. are reſglyed that 
he ſhall be rackedythat by force they may draw from him,whas by. fair 
means he wilt not acknowledge ; and they advite himy ra- 
ther todo it voluntarily , and thereby to avoid the Pain | 

that yer atrends him: yet whether he confeſs , or not confels.,.4ll is 


one ; to theRack hemuſt go; Then is he lead intothe place; where 7 


the Rackſtandeth , which is a deep and dark Dungeon , under ground, 
with many Doors to paſs through , ere a man coms to it ; becauſe the 
Shricks and Cries of the tormented ſhould not be heard. Thi the In- 
quiſitors feat themſelves upon a Scaffold, hard by the Rack ; and the 
Torches being lighted, the Executioner: comes in, all arrayed 
from Top to Toe , in a Suit of Black Canvas, his head is coyered 
witha long Black Hood , that covereth all his Face, having only two 
Peepholes tor his Eyes z which ſight doth more affright the ;Soul, 
to ſte one in the ym of $ Devil to be his CHOnnge he Lords 
being ſet in their Places , they begia again to exhort Him to; {peat 
the |S freely and voluntarily z then PET ; they -com- 
mand him to be ſtripped ſtart naked,yea, though the rodeſtel Maid, 
the chaiteſt Matron in the Coy grief in of the Rack;js not 
ſo great , 85 tobe ſeen naked in the preſence of fuch manner of Per- 
ſons : For theſe wicked Villains, without any regard of Modeſty, -will 
not by any Praiers of godly Matrons , or chaſt Maidens forbear one 
jot of that Barbarous Impudence ; as if a ſhirg or ' ſmock 'could hin- 
der the violence of the Rack , from ſufficiently tormenting them. 


The Party being thus ſtripped ; the Inquilitors Ggnifie to the Tor- 
mentor, how they would have him or her ordered. | The firſt kind of 
Torment, is the Gibbet or Pully ; bur firſt one comes behind him,agd 
binds his Hands with a Cord, eight or ten nmes about; the Inqui- 
firors calling upon him , to ſtrain each harder than other : they cauſe 
alſo his Thumbs to be bound extream hard with a ſmall Line ; and fo 
both Hands and Thumbs are faltned to a Pully , which hangs on the 
Gibber ; then they pue great and heavy Bolts on his Heels, and

hang upon thoſe Bolts berwen his Feet certain weights of Iron , = The Gibbet: 
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{o hoiſe him or her up from the ground ; and while the poor Wretch 
hangs in this plight, they begin to exhort him again to accuſe himſelt 
and as many others as he knows of ; then they command him, to be 
hoiſed up higher, to the very Beam, till his headrouch the Pullic ; 
having hung thus agood while', they command him to be let down, 
and twice ſo much weight ro be faftned to his Heels, and ſo hoiſfed 
up again , and one Inch higher,if it may be ; then they command the 
man _ him up and dawrf, that yl weights "fg _ 
hanging at his Heels may rent every joint in his Bcdy afunder ; wit 
which Incolerable Pains', ifthe party ſhreek or cry aut , they roat 
out a loud to him i{'to confeſs rhe tructt , or Elſ&he ſhall come down 
with a Vengeance: 'then they bid the Hangman ſuddenly to flip the 
Rope, 'thit he-may'fall down with a ſway, and inthe midway to ſtop ; 
thus 'they give him the Srrappado, which being as ſoon done, it reads 
all:-his 'Body out of joint; s z Shoulders, Back , Legs , &c. by 
reaſon of the ſuddea jerk , and the weights hanging at his Heels; 1 
yet he'remain conſtant, they ad more weight to his Heels the third 
time z/ and the paor Wretch already half , is hoiſed vpthethird 
time/;/and to increafe his miſery , they rail at him, calling him 
'and Heretick , telling him that there he is like to make his end : 
If r Creature in his Pangs call upon Chriſt , entreating that 
he vouchſaſfe 'to aid and affiſt him, thus miſerably tormented 
for his {ake ; then they fall ro mocking and deriding him, ſaying , 
why calleſt thou on Jeſus Chriſt « Ler Jeſus alone, and tell us the 
truth's what a crying out upon Chriſt makeſt thou £ &c. but if the 
Party deſire to be let down, promiſing to tell ſome what ; that is the 
ready way to make him be worſe ufed ; for now they think that he be- 
ins only to broachthe matter, for when he hath don, they command 
Pim to be halled up again, andto be let down'as before; ſo that uſu- 
ally theſe Torments are exerciſed upon him , for three hours together; 
Then they ask the Gaoler if his other Torments are ready, to affright 
the poor Soul ; The Gaoler an[wereth, that they are ready, but he 
hath not brought them with him : Then the Inquiſitors bid him to 
bring them again the |morrow , for ſay they , we will try other 
ways to get the truth out of this Fellow : and fo turning to 
him that lies in miſerable _ , having all his joints out z how now , 
Sirrah', ſay they, how like you this Geer ? have you enough of ic 
yet < well, ſee that you call your wits to morrow, or look to die then, 
for what you have felt is but a Flea-Biting , in compariſon of what is 
behind. Ando they depart. 


Then the Gaoler plays the Bone-Setter, ſo well as hecan, ſetting his 
Joints, and fo carries him back again to Prifon, or drags him by the 
Arms or Legs moſt pitifully : and if they mean to rack him no!more, 
after two or three dazys they ſend for himagain, and cauſe him to 
be brought by the Rack ; where the Hangman ſtands in the like. 
neſs of a Devil , as before, the more to affright him: when he 
comes before the Inquiſitors , they fall perſwading him to confeſs 
the truth at laſt ; and if he confeſs any thing, he may chance ta 
to ga to the Rack again, whereby they hope to extort more zand 


; when 
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when indeed they intend to rack the Party again , then at three 

days end, when the Ach in his Joints is moſt grievous and painful 

ro him, they ſend for him, requiring himto declare all his Hereſies, and 

to Impeach all ſuch as he hath had confererice with about them ; and 

all fuch as he knows to be of that mind, or elſe he muſt prepare 

himſelf for the Rack , and if he continue conſtant, he is again trip- 

ped of his Clothes , and hoiſed up with weights at his Heels, : 
as before z beſides which, as he hangs at the Pallic, they bind 4% cre; 
his Thighs together, and Legs about the Calf with a ſinall ſtrong © 70 
Cord, and with a ſhort piece of - wood they twiſt the Cord till 

it be ſhrunk fo deep in the fleſh that it is paſt ſight , which is 

extream and terrible torment, worſe than any he hath yer endu- 

red, and in this plight they ler the poor Soul lie ewo or three 

hours, rhe Inquiſitors in the mean time rot ceaſing roexhort, per- 

fwade, threaten and fcoff at him. 


Yea, ſometimes they proceed to anther kind of Torture, cal- 
led the ſell; , which is after this manner; There is a piece of 
Timber ſomewhat hollowed on the top like a Trough, about the 
middle whereof there is a ſharp Bar going acrols, whereon a 
mans back reſteth, that it cannot go to the bottom ; it is alſo pld- 
ced {o, that his Heels ſhall lie higher than his Head ; then is the 
naked party laid thereon, his Arms, Thighs and s bound with 
ſtrong ſmall Cords, and wreſted with ſhore Truncheons, till che 
Cords pierce almoſt to the very Bone; then they take a thiek fine 
Lawn Cloth, laying it over the parties Mouth as he lies upright 
on his back, ſo that it may ftop his Noſtrils alſo; then aking a 
quantity of Water, they pou it -in a long ſtream like a Thred, 
which falling from on high, drives the Cloth down iato his 
Throatz which puts the poor wretch into as great an Agony as a- 
ny endure in the pains of death ; for in this Torture he hath nor 
hberty to draw his Breath, the Water ſtopping his Mouth, and 
the Cloth his Noſtrils; fo that when the Cloth is drawn out of the 
bottom of his Throat , it draws forth Blood with it, and a man 
would think that 'it tore out his very Bowels;, this is iterated 
as often as the Inquiſitors pleaſc, and yet they threaten him with 
worie Torments, if he confeſs tiot; and fo'he is terurned to pri- 
ſon again : Yet many times, after he hath lain there a Month or two, 
he is brought again to the Rack, and. uſed as before ; yea ſometimes 
five or (ix times, even as oft as they pleaſe ; for their Luſt is their Law : 
and yet they have another Torment with Fire ; which is no whir 
inferior to the former : They take a Pan of burning Charcole , and a 
ſer it juſt over againſt the Soles of. the parties feet, juſt before he 9b fire. 
goes to the Rack; and that the Fire may have the more force 
upon them, they baſte them with Lard or Bacon! But if all Extre- 
mity of Torments will not force him to confeſs what they de- 
ſire, nor to deny the Truth ; they uſe other means , by ſubcil In- 
terrogatories and frequent Queſtionings , to draw hint into ſome 
Snare or other: Yea, if yet they cannot prevail, then ſome one of 
the Inquiſicors comes to him in private, Jnd ſhews —

P , moſt of- which the Inquificors conſumed in the Fire, 
as they could diſcover any of them : amongſt others thar 
were: ' apprehended, they took four women, famous 
above the reſt, for their Holy and Godly Converſation , 
bur eſpecially the- youngeſt of them , who was not above 
orie and twenty years old ; who by her diligent and fre- 
quent reading ofthe Scriptures, and by conference with Godly 
and learned Men , had attained-to a very great meaſujze of 
knowledge, fo that whilſt ſhe was in Priſon, ſhe non- 
pluſs'd and pur to ſhame many of thoſe Friers that came 
to feduce her.. + 


Another of theſe Women was a Grave Matron, whoſe 
Houſe was a Schoot of Virtue? and'a place where the 
Saints uſed to tmeer and ſerve God day and night : Bur 
the time being come wherein they were ripe for God, they 

with other of their Neighbours were apprehended 
and' caft into Priſon ; where they were kept in dark Dun- 
geons , and forced to endure all the cruel and . extream 
torments before” rnientioned ; at laſt they were condemned, 
and” brought forth to the Scaffold amongſt other Priſoners:

There was allo  appreherided another worthy Member 
of the ſame Congregation , called Fertdinando , he was of g.qnao' 
a Fervent Spirit, and very zealous in doing good ; a yoling 
Man , but for his integrity of Life very famous : he had 
{peat 8 years in educating of Youth , and had endeavoured 
to ſow the Seed of Piety in the hearts of his Scholars , as 
much as lay in him to do in a time of fo great Perſecution, 
and Tyranny ; being ar laſt apprehended for a Lutheran ,he 
was caſt into priſon and terribly tormented wpon the Gib- ,,.- +. 
ber, and in the Trough , whereby he was fo ſhaken in men. 
every joint, that when he was taken down, he was not 
able ro move any part of his Body ; yet did thoſe cruel 
Tormentors drag him by the Heels into his priſon, as if 
he had been a dead Dog ; but notwithſtanding all his os 
torments he anſwered the Inquifitors very Rtoutly , and 
would not yeild to them one jot. During his Impriſon- 
ment , God uſed him as an Inſtrument, to recal and con- 
firm a Monk, who had been caſt into Priſon for confeſſing PERPY 
the Golpel openly : Bur by meazs of the Inquiſitors Flar- Donne. 
teries and fair Promiſes, he had ſomewhat relented : Gods 
providence ſo ordering it, that Ferdinando was caſt into the 
lame Priſon , and finding the Monk wavering , he rebuked 
him ſharply; and afterwards having drawn him to a fight Here Inc 
of, and ſorrow for his fin, he art laſt ftrengrhened him in _ 
the promiſe of Free Grace and Mercy. Herereupon the 
Monk defired a day of hearing, where betore the Inquiſitors he 
ſolemnly renounced his recantation, deſiring that his former 
Confeſhon might ſtand, whereupon a Sentence of Death paſſed 
upon them both ; after which the Inquiſitors asked Ferdi- 
nando, whether he would revolt from his tormer Hereſfies? To 
which he anſwered , chathe had profeſſed nothing bur what 
was agreable to the pure and perfett word of God,

A after the ſalvation of his Country-Men, he undertook a very 


. dangerous work, wihch was to convey ewo great dry Fats, full 
of Bibles, printed in Spaniſh into his own Country :+In the 
attempt he had-much caule of fear, the Inquiſitors had* {o ſtop- 
ped every Port, and kept fuch ſtrict Watch to prevent the 

' coming in of all ſuch Commodities ; but through Gods migh- 
- _ ty Protection , he brought his burden ſafely thither ; and 


which was alſo miraculous, he coaveyed them late into Sit 
notwithſtanding the buſte Searchers, and Catchpoles that 
watched in every corner ; thele Bibles being diſperſed, were 
moſt joyfully and thankfully received ; and chrough Gods 
Bleſſing wrought wonderfully amongſt Gods people to ripen 
them againſt the time of Harveſt : But at laſt the matter 
broke out by the means of a falſe Brother, who going to the 
Inquiſitors played the Judas , and betrayed the whole Church * 
Afalſe Bro to them , 1o that there were taken at Sivil at one time, 
_ cight hundred Chriſtians , whereot twenty of them were' 
20 Reſed. afterwards roſted at one hire. 


Amongſt theſe ,' this Juliano was one of the firſt that was 
apprehended and fent to priſon , where he lay withour any 
company, laden with Irons above three years, yet was his 
conſtancy ſo great and wondertul, that the Tormentors them- 
ſelves were bs wearied in inflicting , than he in uffer- 
ing Torments; and notwithſtanding his weak and wea- 
ryiſh Body , yet he remained undanted m mind in the un- 
dergoing of all their Tyrannies , ſo that he departed from 
the Rack leſs dejefted than he came to it ; neither- threat- 
nings , nor pains, nor torments made him ſhrink - or yeild 
one jot to them ; but when he was drawn back to his

priſon , he would cell his Fellows: how he had conquered and 
confounded his Enemics , ſaying they depart vanquiſhed ;

There was allo one Jobn Leon, a Taylor by trade, who out pup Leen. 
of a blind Deovotion to lerve God, refolved. to enter into a 
Monaſtery ; but by Gods Providence ir (o' fell. out that he en- 
tred into a Cloiſter at Sivil, wherein moſt of the Monks 
were well affected to the true Religion, amongſt whom in 
two or three years lpace he was lo grounded in the Principles 
of Religion, that he reſolved co leave that kind of Life, which 
accordingly he did, and went into the Countrey ; yet after a 
time, he had a great mind to conter with his: former School- 
maſters; bur when he came back to the Cloiſter, he found 
that they were all fled into Germany ; hereupon he refolved 
to follow them, and through many Dangers and Perils it -

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APPENDIX. 


_—_ Inſtitution of this Speniſh Inquiſition at firſt was not 
only neceſſary ( as the condition of affairs then was ) 
bur exceeding laudable, had it been kept within the bounds 
at firſt intended ; bur. inſtead of being uſed on the Jews and 
Moors, it hath been turned on the Proteſbants , and that with 
ſuch violence and extremity of Torture, that it is counted the 
greateſt Tyranny, and ſevereſt kind of Perſecution under hea- 
ven ; infomuch that many Papiits who would u—_— die 
for their Religion, abhor the very name and mention of it, and 
tothe death withſtand the bringing in of this Slavery amongſt 
them ; this was it which cauſed the irremediable Revolr of the 
Low -Countries ; the greateſt part of that Nation, at the time of 
their taking Arms, being Reman Catholicks ; yer it is planted 
and eſtabliſhed in Spain and all Ttaly (Naples and Yenice ex- 
cepted) the management thereof committed to the moſt zeal- 
ous and rigorous Friers in the whole Pack; the leaſt ſuſpicion of 
Hereſy, ( as they call it) Affinity or Commerce with He- 
reticks, reproving the Lives of the Clergy, keeping any 
Books or Editions of Books prohibited , or diſcourſing in 
matters of Religion , are Offences ſufficient ; nay they will 
charge Mens Conſciences under the-pains of Damnation , 
to detect their neareſt and deareſt Friends , if they do bur 
ſuſpect them to be herein culpabl. Their proceedings are with 
great ſecrecy and ſeverity ; for, 1. The parties accuſed ſhall 
never know their Accuſer, but ſhall be conſtrain'd to reveal 
their own thoughts and affeftions. 2. It they be but convin-

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The Adminiſtration of this Office, for the more orderly re- 
gulation and diſpatch thereof, is diſtributed into 12 Courts or 
Supream Tribunals tor the ſeveral Provinces of Spain, no one de- 
pending upon another, but in fort ſubordinate to the General 
Inquiſition, remaining inthe Court near the King's Perſon, which 
hath a kind ot Superintendency over thofe Tribunals: In all 
which,thole of the Secular Clergy fic as Judges,the Friers being 
only uſed as Promoters, to inform the Court, and bring more 
Griſt unto the Mill of theſe Inquiſitors : every one hath the title 
of Lord, and are a great terrour tothe Nalgbeacing Peaſants ; 
certain It is, that by this means the people of this Kingdom are 
ſo kept under, that they dare not hearken after any other Reli- 
gion than what their Prieſts and Friers ſhall be pleaſed to 
teach them”; or entertain the Truth, if it comes amongſt 
them, or call in queſtion any of thole palpable and groſs Im- 
poſtures which _ day are put upon them : for by this 
means the People of this Kingdom have been, and ſtill are, 
punctual Followers of the Church of Rome; and th at too in 
the very errors and corruptions of it , —_ up their Re- 
ligion on the Popes Authority, and therein lo tenacious or 
pertinacious, that the King doth ſuffer none to live in his 
Dominions which profeſs not the Roman Catholick Religion; 
of which they have been, ſince the time of Luther , ſuch 
avowed Patrons, that one of the late Popes being ſick, and 


hearing divers men to bemoan his approaching end, ucter- 


ed ſome words to this effet; My Life, ſaid he, can no- 
thing benefie the Church, but pray for the Proſperity of 
the King of Spain, as its chief Supporter. And thus you 
have the Original of the Inquiſition.
